It was apparently the ‘Qld Man of

Before his time (if Murray’s Diction- 
ary is to be trusted) the word ‘ assassin ” 
merely suggested private enterprise on 
the part of individuals who intoxicated 
themselves’ with hashish when preparing 
to.despatch some public man. But after 
his time we find them erected into ‘'o 
company of most desperate and dangerous 
_men among the Mnhometans” or, eve 
a ‘“bloudy sect of Sarazens who under- 
| take the murther of any eminent Prince 
impugning ‘their religion.” 
_ Whatever its origin, it is a fine, mouth- 
filling word to represent a very horrid 
thing, and it. recalls some dark pages. 
in human, history. ; a 

April 14th, 1863, was Good Friday, and 


Abraham Lincoln, with his wife, bad 


gone to the thehtre in Washington: to 
“witness a performance of a play: called 
“The American Cousin.'’” The fact will 
scem surprising to, those who do not 
realise how perfunctory all religious 
observances: had become in this country, 
as well os in America, before the days 
of the Oxford Movement. .In 1863, for 
example, the hours’ of service in Chester, 
‘Cathedral were .altered to -enable the 
clergy and congregation to attend a race 
| meeting. Sig Big oe hee 
Certainly Lincoln, however much. his 
plainness of speech might shock the res- 
pectable, was tho last man to outrage 
Christian ‘sentiment by any action of his. 
He was, in the most literal sense of the 
words, a good Bible Christian,”knowing 
the book: which he described ns: '! God’s 
best gift to man” as well as the. most 
ardent Fundamentalist, though it may 
well be believed that his sense of humour: 
would haye saved him from embracing 
that. Fundamentalist creed. This: visit 
of his to the theatre would have attracted 
ng little notice as blame had it not: heen 
for the pistol shot which was heard at 
10.30, and for the sudden appearance of 
John Wilkes Booth ‘brandishing a bloody 
dagger as he leapt from theo President's 
box on. to the stage. Lincoln died the. 
next .morning, ‘and “his assailant. had 
written his name in the curiously short 
list of successful assassins, 5 
FUTILE. : 


The fact suggests some reflections on 
assassination as a political instrument, 


Jand the first reflection which occurs, to 


the mind is,'as has already been sugyest- 
ed, how seldom’ it succeeds. 

Booth’s object, no doubt, was attained 
so far as it was mere revenge, and: this 


is suggested by the frst words of. bis | 


theatrical exclamation—Sie-semper tyran- 
nis. But his next words, ' the South 
is avenged,” show that he had™other 
thoughts in his mind, and if he really 
desired to. serve the cause of the South 
his act was as futile os it was criminal. 


Lincoln’ was the one man living who was’ 


both wise cnough:and strong. enough to 
navewsccured justice for the losers in the 

t, and the pitiful history of the years 
which followed, with their ‘record of 
organised and stupid’ oppression, must 
have brought ‘home to ‘any intelligent 
Southerner the tragic nature of Booth’s 
mistake. i 

In sober truth, it is hard to think of 
any ‘famous agsassination which has 
secured the objects for which it was com- 
mitted, | To-kill.a great man is not, to’ 
undo his work: in fact. ke seldom seems 
to qualify for assassination ‘until he has 
set in motion the ideals which will out- 
live him. It was comparatively easy to 
kill ‘Julius. Cesar, bat the personal 
dominion» which he was. killed for en- 
deavouring to found has proved one of 
the most ‘enduring. things in history.

This happy immunity of ours is in 
curious contrast to the experience of

as neither of the victims was a man of 
| outstanding personality, it would seem 
that their fate was due to mere, lunacy, 
which is susceptible to no known law.
